There nave been — and will continue to be — a spate 
of court cases in involving charges of brainwashing and 
counter brainwashing bv religious sects such as the 
Unification Church and the Hare Krisna movement and 
"deprogrammers" seeking to break the adherence of 
members to the sects 
While the controversial activities of both the sects and 
the deprogrammers have been widely reported, very 
little has yet been done in the attempt to objectively 
measure or report either the attraction of the sects or 
attitude changes members undergo when the convert to 
such groups 
At the recent meeting of the Association for the 
Advance of Science in Denver. Colo., J Stinson Judah, 
tried to fill in some of the sociological blanks. 
Judah is emeritus professor of the history of religion 
at the Graduate Theological Union and Pacific School of 
Religion. Berkeley. Calif . and has done extensive work 
in the field of the new religious groups, including the 
landmark 
IV74 
study, 
"Hare 
Krishna 
and 
the 
Counterculture " 
In his paper at Denver, one segment of a larger work 
on the Unification Church, Judah stressed that his 
conclusions were not exhaustive but rather a "progress 
report" on what appears to be basic attitudinal changes 
among Moonie converts He also underscored that he 
was not dealing with the more controversial aspects of 
the church — the brainwashing charges or Sun Myuong 
Moon's theology — but with "only one facet of the whole 
picture of the Unification Church — how present 
members see themselves, their purposes and their 
changes of attitudes M 
His conclusions were based on a nationwide survey 
made last year of several hundred members of the sect 
In addition, he taped interviews with some and a 
random sample of 200 were asked to fill out an extensive 
quest lonaire. 
Judah's conclusion Converts to the Moon sect are 
young people who once were identified with the 
counterculture of the I MOS but are now moving to the 
more conservative views of the "Establishment 
at the 
same time that the "Establishment" is beginning to 
move toward the counterculture, 
"There is much to support the view that these young 
people have had their lives transformed." he said. - 
Instead of meaninglessness, they have found purpose 
and meaning in their new religion " 
Judah also stressed that die changes in attitude 
among the converts were by no means uniform 
But he did find almost complete conversion lo the 
church's doctrine of rigid anticommunism, including the 
om»-(ourth of I iv movement's adherents who said they 
were "moderately or strongly in favor of communism" 
before joining the movement.

Golden Rule Is Common Denominator 


Ethics, Economic* A ^survival

I do not recall when I attended my first 
Rotary luncheon but it was over fifty years 
ago I am not sure when I first spoke to a 
Rotary d a b or dial ii ii convention One talk 
(hat I do remember quite well was one that I 
gave to the Chicago Rotary Club August 23, 
IWM) — on the subject of Ethics. Economics 
amt survival, the topic of today's comments, 
but not the same speech In that speech I 
stolid that what we would do with our ethics 
in the next few years would have more to do 
with our survival as a free society than what 
we would do with our economics. It seems 
that the decade of the sixties and the 
Watergate half of the seventies validated that 
observation 
In reporting un my IMO speech, the Chicago 
DaUy News emphasized a statement I made 
then that popularizing goodness was one of 
the great problems to be faced by American 
business " The Dally News reported that 
“Hill forecast a strange period of transition rn 
the United Stoles over the next few years 
regardless of who would win the election ” 
The election referred to was the IMO Ken 
nedy-Nixon presidential contect. I was fur­ 
ther quoted as saying we would move toward 
a "considerably more mature society with a 
much more advanced value system, and 
move toward more simplicity in living." In 
general, those prophecies have proved to be 
quite correct except that we are lagging 
behind in our maturing process 
The reason that I rather arrogantly IMI you 
that I anticipated much of what came to pass 
is because, at best, ethics is a dull subject and 
at worst, prophecy is somewhat intriguing 
Since I do not tell funny stories and I am 
absolutely no good as a happy conveyor of the 
power of positive thinking, I just hope you will 
thinkingly hear these comments today though 
they may be duller than a Sunday afternoon 
sermon 
One of the most precise measurements of 
intellectual and emotional maturity is the 
degree of concern we have for those who will 
outlive us, our children, our grandchildren 
and those yet to be born We should do our 
best to pass on to those who follow us in life's 
relay as good a chance to win as we have had 
Such an ethical concept is part of being a 
human being lf our ancestors had had no 
concern for us, we would not be here Indeed 
there would be no mankind. It is little wonder 
that ecologists, nuclear scientists, and 
geneticists are now among our most out­ 
spoken ethicists. I share all of their concerns 
plus another — that of being able to live in a 
society free enough to allow man to achieve 
his human potential. 
What is ethics? How do you define ethics? 
One reason most people do not define it at all 
is b4*,ause as long as we don’t agree on what 
ethics is, no one knows whether we are being 
ethical or unethical. We feel more com­ 
fortable hiding in the so-called gray areas, in 
the twilight zone of values, where other 
pimple cannot see us in those special 
situations that are supposed to justify the acts 
we would not be pleased to publicized Let s 
quit kidding ourselves Most of us most of the 
time know absolute right from absolute 
wrong 
We have studied all kinds of definitions for 
ethics, but the one given by Dr Albert Sch­ 
weitzer still is the one that captures the 
essence of all the others “In a general sen­ 
se,” Dr Schweitzer said, “ethics is the name 
we give to our concern for good behavior. We 
feel an obligation to consider not only our own 
personal well being, but also that of others 
and of human society as a whole ” That 


sounds like the overall Object of Rotary I 
believe Dr Schweitzer wa* a Rotanan In his 
definition. Dr Soh w ilie r stated in another 
way the principle* of the Golden Rule, which 
is the common denominator of all major 
religions 
In his time, Charles Darwin was a scientist 
and borne** tie I of a philosopher, too Darwin 
also stated that “to do good unto others — to 
do unto others as ye would they should do unto 
you — is the foundation stone of morality 
Dr Schweitzer, who had many talents, was a 
great tfwologian Darwin was an innovative, 
scientific observer. It is quite natural that 
their approaches to ethics would be similar 
because religion and science must both 
satisfy ethical staiHlard* 
Faith is the 
beginning of religion, ethics is its im 
piemen tat ion 
However you may define ethics, vou cannot 
be ethical if you are not honest Ethics in­ 
volves more than being honest, but honesty is 
the beginning point of ethics Take honesty 
out of ethics and you get hypocrisy — that 
pervasive kind of hypocrisy that charac 
tenses too many codes of ethics There s no 
way you can be ethical and be dishonest 
Honesty is a basic working social principle, 
not just a moral guideline. 
Are we as ethical as we used to be* 
Actually, I believe we are more ethical than 
we have ever been, but in relation to the 
extreme necesaity in an open society that we 
be honest and ethical, by degree we are far 
less ethical than we must be if we are to 
survive in freedom, What the press, the 
academicians and business groups do not 
seem to recognize is that in a super 
technological society the tolerance for 
distrust and deviancy is much narrower and 
shallower than in earlier periods — than in 
even the thirties and forties Ethics is the life 
blood of a free society. At a certain point of 
adulteration through dishonesty and in­ 
dividual irresponsibility, an open society 
cannot function and becomes unmanageable. 
We may soon reach that point and in some 
areas we are already there. Toynbee, the 
great historian, reminded us that "Freedom 
is expendable; stability is indispensable ” 
At no time in history as selfgovernment 
survived without a high degree of self­ 
discipline Today, we are in the critical last 
stages of a major period of cultural trans­ 
ition—indeed, we are in the determining 
phase of what may be the most decisive 
period of social reformation in history. 
Democracy hangs by strings throughout the 
Western world. It is the unique responsibility 
of the United States to strive to move western 
civilization up to the next level, to a higher 
plateau of human achievement that no 
civilization has ever reached On this higher 
plateau, materialism will be removed from 
the summit of success But, as I told your 
fellow 
Rotorians 
in 
Chicago 
in 
1960, 
materialism is poison only when taken by 
itself or placed before and above all else As 
an only goal in life, materialism is destruc­ 
tive, but as a partial or srcondary goal 
materialism is enormously beneficial to in 
dividuals and to a society. 
The ultimate goal of ethics is the moral and 
spiritual perfection of individuals. The 
ultimate goal of business is to help provide the 
opportunity, the means, for man to achieve 
his ethical goals The philosophical idiots who 
condemn material things categorically must 
come to understand that it is what man 
acquires beyond necessities that gives him a 
chance to achieve more of his human 
potential — which is the purpose of living But 
it makes no sense for a man to let his greed 
run rampant. If you are already a multi 
millionaire, ask yourself; What good will the 
next five or ten or fifty million do me? Is the 
purpose of life to die in a bed of greed from 
which beauty and truth have been removed9 
We are beginning to see the dawn above the 


new plateau — to see the real quality of life 
And one piece of advice to those of you who 
are rich — lf the amount of money you have is 
the only m e a sure of yow success, you are 
destined to failure There will always be some 
fool who is richer 
About this question of honesty Until the 
public as a whole become* more honest, we 
are not going to get publicans to be as honest 
4 ZI they oiled to be Politician* are elected by 
I J the people. All of them want to be reelected lf 
the majority of voters really want honesty, 
they'll get honest pohucans Watergate was 
simply a m anifestation, an outrageous 
manifestation, of the outrageous mores of our 
soctety President* Nixon and Johnson were 
virtually the prototypical product* of our 
culture 
And as to big government — toe prime 
cause of big government is dishonesty in the 
society and in government. No matter wt*o 
nays what, we shall not get less government 
until we get honest government Big business 
leaders should quit talking to themselves 
about big government and the manifold 
regulations They should be joining us in 
trying to restigmatize dishonesty throughout 
America We must make honesty to America 
socially and culturally “all right," even fairly 
fashionable We must remove the peer-group 
pressure from the kid in school who do4»*nt 
want to cheat, as well as from the corporate 
vicepresident who doesn't want to go along If 
you wish to reduce crime — recognize that 
crime is bred in a bed of dishonesty, lf you 
wish to increase productivity 
recognize that 
goofing-off, stolen time, according to a recent 
survey, consumes three and three-fourths 
hours out of each forty-tMHir work week 
Discussing this percentage, the chairman of 
one great company stated that many of their 
workers actually put in only twenty-two hours 
of work out of forty. So, we invite the great 
production experts, the economists, the labor 
leaders and chief executive officers in 
America’s great corporations to join us in our 
campaign to make America more honest 
Then we’U reduce the cost and size of big 
government, we’U diminish the need for 
excessive regulations, 
we’U 
increase 
productivity. We must always keep clearly in 
mind that the degree of political freedom and 
individual liberty that a social system enjoys 
is directly related to its economic freedoms 
Now, for those who talk about “alternative” 
systems, the nonexistent and never-did^xist 
utopian types of government that they would 
substitute for capitalism, let me emphasize 
that no system of government, whatever you 
call it, will serve the people unless it is honest 
And, has anyone ever seen an honest 
authoritarian government one day after it’s 
been in power? By most, if not all, substantive 
indices, our present system, our greatly 
modified less than fully competitive private 
enterprise economy, has functioned best — 
has provided more people with more benefits 
with the maximum freedom — than any other 
system in history. So, why don’t we keep it? lf 
we do believe in our system, and the 
preponderant majority of Americans do, let’s 
make it work better for all by making it more 
honest. Let’s ethicalize capitalism. 
A couple of years ago the retiring chairman 
of General Motors was quoted in Time 
magazine as saying “free enterprise is 
dead.” Recently, Walter Wriston, one of New 
York’s great banking leaders, stated: "The 
real coming shootout is the same one we had 
at Runnymede over Magna Carta. Its in 
dividual liberty against authoritarian 
government." Men who head General Motors 
and multi-billion-dollar banks are not soft 
pussycat philosophers They are in there 
where the action is — all over the world. They 
know what is happening 
Sad to say, however, many big business 
leaders, alive and in chief executive offices 
today, 
are 
themselves 
products 
of 
*nnnnnnsMHanM^«HMRi»«s*nanaaMNnnHann^nr-a*ri 


bureaucracies Corporate bureaucrats ana 
academic bureaucrat* are not much different 
from govemmimt bureaucrats So many have 
gone through the school of compromise 
regardless of principle and conviction, 
through the college of neutrality (rf values, ifs 
very difficult for them to drum up the courage 
to make hard commitments to plain old 
forthright honesty It has seemed so much 
“safer” for big corporation* and loundationa. 
they have erroneously believed, to contribute 
money to a group (rf professors to study the 
mating habits (rf purple-winged butterflies in 
northeast New Guinea than to help strengthim 
the ethical foundation that makes possible the 
degree of economic freedom essential to their 
continued existence It is surprising how 
many apparently harmless “purple winged 
butterfly” project* end up condemning the 
private enterprise system Even the closed 
soc in ties, notably Russia and China, know 
that at the gras* root* level a high degree of 
honesty is essential to keep the base glued 
together Fortunately, it now appear* that a 
number of our most eminent business leaders 
have finally decided to join our (rftoris to 
make America honest enough to stay free 
Within the next couple of months we hope to 
be able to make a significant announcement 
to this effect. We shall greatly expand our 
ethics program Wouldn’t it be wonderful if 
our efforts in the field of ethics could enlist the 
hofM»t, the real, the full and active support of 
all Rotary Clubs in America — and in the 
whole free world? You know, there is very 
little room, if any, foi Rotary in closed 
societies. 


Becoming a Rotanan may not change a 
man but the challenge of Rotary can Rotary 
was founded on ethical principles The very 
reason for being of Rotary is ethics But there 
are no ethics without action You cannot do 
good by doing nothing To believe in ethics, 
which belief stems from individual freedom. 
is not a partisan position May the Lord tell 
our educators, and all our bureaucrats 
wherever they work, to believe in freedom is 
to believe in being human. 


Haul Harris, who founded Rotary in 19(15, 
said in his last anniversary message that he 
“would like to think the pioneering days of 
Rotary have only just begun ... that Rotary 
must certainly continue to pioneer or be left in 
the rear of progress ” In the very first issue of 


The Rotanan magazine Charles Perry, one 
of the most revered early Kotarians, said that 
among the objectives to be accomplished by 
having a national association of Rotary Clubs 
was to unite "all clubs at the proper time in 
some great civic or commercial movement 
which will make for something better 


throughout the nation ” My qut?stion to this 
Rushville, Indiana, Rotary Club is when do 
you think Rotary will awaken to the challenge 
that now confronts us all throughout the 
United States, indeed, throughout all free 
countries where Rotary clubs can exist and 
serve? The challenge is simple and clear: Do 


we really appreciate the freedom we now 
have? Rotarians and Rotary thrive best 
where faith, and honesty, and trust are 
highest 
Rotarians have by heritage the 
mission to be evangelists for freedom So, in 
addition to all the other good things that you 
do, why not join us in our urgent task to 


restigmatize dishonesty in America, 
to 
strengthen our ethical underpinnings, to not 
only keep but expand our economic and 
political freedoms, and protect our individual 
liberties? Recently on a television interview 
show a young Russina dissident was asked 
why he kept speaking up for freedom when he 
had already spent eleven years in prisons and 
would likely be sent away again. His answer 
was quick and told so much: "lf not me, 
who9”

average daily weight gain, feed 
efficiency or feed cost per pound 
of gam is noted As a result. he 
said, since brown midrib corn 
yields about 14 per cent less dry 
matter per acre than normal 
com , it can not be recon) 
mended for commercial 
use 
when silage is being fed with 
grain 
Brown midrib com , according 
to Col en brander, has a reduced 
lignin content which permits 
more digestion of the plant 
fiber 
"The improved performance 
of steers 
fed brown midrib 
silage without additional com 
probably reflects in creased 
digestibility of fiber due to less 
lignin With high grain feeding, 
the effect of reduced lignin is 
apparently masked by the more 
available energy in the added 
grain ," he said 
Coienbrander made one of

Mary Wray, also of Purdue, 
reported the results of research 
on hair and feather meal as

M O BILE. Ala (U P I) - CHII 
Fauver. as they say. is for the 
birds — all 400 of them 
He loves them. each and 
every 
one. 
from 
the 
tiny 
songbirds that perch on his fig 
tree to the eight foot. TCJtKpound 
ostriches that thunder across 
his 10-acre backyard in the red 
clay slash 
pine country 
of 
western Mobile County. 
" I guess it started about IO 
years ago when 
I found a 
crippled blue jay." muses the 
jocular Fauver, who weighs 
only slightly less than one of 
his ostriches but is considerably 
shorter 


" I got such a kick out of 
bringing that ole jay bird back 
to life that I really went out 
and got myself some birds and 
I guess things got right smart 
out of hand.** he admitted 


rau ver, 
a 
flame haired 
Brookhaven. Miss., country boy

There is upkeep on dozens of 
coops and pens and two small 
lakes 
about 3.400 pounds of 
food a month < including dried 
dog food for the ostriches I to be 
bought and continuous land 
scaping and cleaning 
“ Some folks say 
I could 
charge visitors for seeing the 
birds, but I wouldst feel right 
about 
that 
Birds 
are 
for 
everybody and anybody who 
wants to can come see em I II 
welcome em ," Fauver says 
Pawling at the head high gate 
into the fowl yards, Fauver 
cautioned two recent visitors 
“ Watch your step Don't let 
them ostriches peck your ears, 
and keep an eye on that old 
gander over there ** 
The gander, he explained, is 
convinced that he. not Fauver, 
owns the flocks and is keeper of 
the ground*

takes 
the 


measure of every man. woman 
and 
child

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Arlington Stair Rank and Rushville National Bank 
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grounds, 
and 
those 
found 
lacking are set upon with 
feather flurryingvengeance 
As the visitors walked the 
grounds past rows of brilliantly 
colored pheasants with names 
like the K a llJ.

Silver and I .ady Am 
hers!, (hr humpbeaked gander 
lived up lo his billing 
Circling warily, his bright 
Mack eyes intense on each 
movement, the gander finally 
saw an opening and flew into 
the right ankle of a man.

As Fauver w alked around the 
grounds, half a dozen young 
ostriches, six to seven feet tall, 
ganglrd along closely, curiously 
poking their heads around his 
(.boulder* 
to see what 
was 
going on 
“ I couldn't let them grown up 
ostriches do that 
They could 
kill a man with those (eel of 
theirs," he said 
“ So I keep 
them penned up out yonder " 
Fauver sells young ostriche* 
(or two a pair. but always 
keeps 25 or 30 breeder birds. 
Amid I he cackling, cooing. 
chirping, cawing and honking 
came a soft bleating noise and 
two young deer scampered up 
Uke pups lo be pelted 
“ These deer were brought by 
neighbor* They 'd been hurt out 
in the woods, but we got em 
back in shape." he said proudly 
as the animals nuzzled the
